REVENUES AND OOLLECTORS—It is not likely | 
that ihe country, under Radical rute. will ever 
bave laws relating to taxation which will pre- 
vent the greedy, overreaching (ax-gatherer from 
oppre:sing and swindling the people. The lawa 
aye so framed that they can be misconstrued, and 
then a class Of men are put inte Office who, un- 
fortunately, seldom, if ever, believe that the p20- 
ple have any rights under these laws. An ingen 
ous revenue officer, says the New York Journal of 
Commerce, admits that the law exacting a return 
of divider ds from the banks, &c., to the — 
Department does not apply to the Inte be- 
¢ween August aud December, IN, but claims 
that next year the assessor can call en these in- 

s to go back and make a return covering 
the dividends of 1870. But he seems to forget 
that individuals making personal income returus 
next March mustinclude all dividends paid to 
them in 1870 which have not been taxed within 
that year. This interpretation of the law 
would thus levy the assessments on the 
fame dwidend provided the stockholder 
were not one ofthe poor“ exempts. Another 
correspondent wishes to know what object the 
Department can have tn attempting such a con- 
struction ofthe law as would require the banks 
to return the tax on this fali’s dividends, when 
by following the plainer meaning of the law and 
leaviag return to the stockholder, no loss of 
proper wound occur to the Treasury, and 
more justice would be dene to the people? We 
answer tbat the cpirit in which the tax laws have 
been administered. from the ou set, bas been one 
of manifest oppression. The pretense is that 
the tax-payers will cheat in their returns if they 
possibly can; and they are every way stimulated 
to do this by exacting from them the 
utmost levy which can be covered through 
an ilfberal imterpretation of the law, 
Take the case before us: the revenue 
officials know that a stock holder In a bank whose 
annual income, includiag his dividends, is less 
than $2,000 is not bound to pay anything on the 
protit of hts stock; if the return is left to the ind. 
vidual de can cisim bis proper exemption; but 
if the bank can be compelled to pay for all its 
stockholders alike,then ihe poorer class amoogthe 
shareewpersare deprived of the privil. ge legally 
given them. We never did favor the principle or 
any such discrimination: but it is the plain read- 
ing of the §siatute, and an evasion of it by the 
offictala isa plece of wanton oppression. But 
from the beginning to the end the spirit of in- 
terpretation is the one that will bring most money 
to che grasp of the collectors without reference 
to the question of fairhtess toward the tax- 
payers.
